But, largely owing to 
the energy and Initiative of the Chief 
Ranger, the attitude of th Indiana! 
has been changed from one of Indif¬ 
ference to ono of keen Interest, so 
much so that that official writes: The 
conservation of the forests has be- 
ooine as red-hot a topic out here as 
real estate In the West 

Recently, when treaty money was 
being paid to the Indians at Cross 
Lake, a special council meeting of 
seventy-five to eighty Indians was 
called, at which an anlmati discuss¬ 
ion of forest fire protection took 
place. The Chief Ranger writes:— 
While the meeting was In progress, 
the Thdian Agent and party came, but 
to the surprise of many the meeting 
held Interest till, by a standing vote 
all asserted their willingness to help 
In the protection of the forests from 
fire. The chief and councillors wish¬ 
ed me tp convey to the Director of 
Forestry at Ottawa this, their resolu¬ 
tion. 

Whenever possible such councils 
are attended by the Chief Ranger, 
and all Indians promising to co-oper¬ 
ate with the Dominion rangers are 
presented with a metr ’. badge of .of¬ 
fice. The most Intelligent of the In¬ 
dians are engaged as regular fire- 
rangers by the Dominion Government 
and do very conscientious work. Al¬ 
though the patrai is difficult, being 
dono wholly by canoe, and the weath¬ 
er Is often Inclement, the eighteen 
fire-rangers In this district average 
about eighteen miles a day, Including 
Sundays, throughout the summer: 

During the whole season, no ser¬ 
ious damage was done by fire although 
many Incipient forest fires were ex¬ 
tinguished, a fact that speaks well 
for the efficiency of the patrol and 
the value of tho co-operative spirit 
Inculcated In tho Indians. .

Can¬ 
ada has her own problems to solve, 
problems of citizenship, of naturaliza¬ 
tion, of colonizing and development, 
and among these she does not pro- 
> pose to Include a new one of how to 
pet, protect and propagate the luna¬ 
tics and outlaws of other nations.

AN HISTORIC EDIFICE. 


Old Christ Church, AmhereUmrg, Is 
Being Restored By Rector. 

One of the most Interesting of the 
journeys taken by the members of the 
Ontario Historical Society during 
their recent convention at Chatham 
was the trip to Old Cnrlst Church, 
Amherstburg. Having served as a 
sanctuary for one hundred and f our 
years, this venerable brick edifice 
may well be called the mother of 
Episcopal Church life In the Province 
of Ontario. Within the past two 
years steps have been taken to re¬ 
store the building and render It safe 
for public worship, and under the 
enUiuslastlc assistance of the present 
rector. Rev. A. B. Famcy, the work 
has been “well and truly” done. Built 
at a time when all buildings were the 
product of men’s hands alone, the 
old brick church has stood remark¬ 
ably well tbe strain of wind and wea¬ 
ther for a century. When tbe cell ag 
was removed during the process of 
restoration, the frame of the roof, 
constructed of massive, hand-hewn 
beams, was found to be as sound as 
the day on which It was laced to¬ 
gether by the builders of a by one 
time. A new ceiling has been put 
In, the walls hr.ve been reglazed and 
decorated with symbolic designs, and 
the old worn floor has been covered 
with a preserving element, durable 
and noiseless. The following extracts 
from The Amherstburg Echo of 
March 8, 1912, are of Interest as re¬ 
lating to the proposed restoration: 

“There will be about, seventeen 
lights hung from the cellttag at Inter¬ 
vals of about ten feet. The work on 
these is being done by hand. In keep¬ 
ing with the ceiling, and the lights 
will bo of wrought-lron lantern de¬ 
sign, open at the top and bottom, but 
with sides of amber-colored cathedral 
glass, that will be restful to ie eyes 
and will throw & goluen glow 
throughout the whole Interior. Each 
face of the light will be divided In 
nine squares, separated by wrought- 
lron bands. 

“It has been discovered that the 
Inner doorway of the vestibule was 
at one time the outer door It has a 
very fine colonial fanlight, and the 
doors are perfect specimens of state¬ 
ly colonial archltectur .

Mr. George Paish, editor of the 
.London Statistic.’ who has recent¬ 
ly arrived in Montreal after travel¬ 
ling through the States for the 
purpose of enquiring into the fi¬ 
nancial situation there, has been 
expressing views in regard to Can¬ 
ada’s borrowing powers. Io his 
opiuion the preference which the 
London money market affords to 
Canada as a borrower is one of 
Canada’s most striking advantages 
-He expressed an opinion of donbt 
ns to whether Canada would ever

“The interests of avricu ture 
have been sacrificed to other con 
siderations which have nothing to 
do with agriculture,, which are in 
jurious to agriculture, and which 
to that extent are harmful to the 
wbo'e community Now take the 
wages on the land. The general 
average of wages paid on the land 
for its cultivation are lower than 
those which are paid in any g.-eat 
industry in this country. The 
hours of labor are longer than in 

any great industry.

Mr Antony Cammetti, commis 
sioner general of immigration, has 
been visiting Vancouver with a 
view to conferring with the British 
Columbia officers on immigration 
problems. Mr, Cauiinetti lias 
since returued to Seattle. 

According to Mr Caminetti, ad 
vices bad reached the immigration 
service that arrangements had 
been made at Manila to send the 
East Iudians from the Philippines 
with oertifioates obtained from the 
insular government, and on the 
strength of these oertifioates a 
party of five Hindus had gained 
admission into the United 8tates 
at San Franoisoo. This move es¬ 
tablished a precedent, and imme¬ 
diate preparations were made for 
sending many laborers in tbe same 
way. 

Aa soon as tbe Amerioan immi¬ 
gration department beoame aware 
of this plan, they beoame aotive, 
with the result that the majority 
of tbe Hindus app.ying for ad 
mission at San FraDoisoo were re 
jected as beiDg liable to become 
pnblio charges. They met with 
similar treatment at other ports, 


Navigation, save fof a few packet 
freighters wbiob have been rein¬ 
sured, closed at the Americau end 
of the lakes, Monday, December 
1st, insurance haviug terminated 
at midnight. A heavy oulrush of 
the graiu kept the boats under the 
spouts until the last moment, the 
elevators working at tallest capac¬ 
ity. 

According to statements made 
by Morley Donaldson, vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager of the 
line, who has just returned to 
Winnipeg from tbe east, work on 
the maitf line of the G.T.P. will 
oontinue later than the company 
has ever been iu a position to do 
before. The line will extend as 
for west as Prince George, where 
the track laying closes for the 
winter. , 

On Tuesday evening last tbe 
wireless station on the shores of 
Lake Huron, near Point Edward, 
pioked up wireless signals at Dar¬ 
win, near Palberator, South Aus¬ 
tralia, whioh was oalliug the wire¬ 
less at Sydney. Although the 
distanoe between the two points 
was half way round the world the 
reoeived signals were quite distinct 
This is something of a record in 
wireless telegraphy.

This 
has particular application to 
Naniamo, Wellington and Cumber¬ 
land, where there 2U0 men engaged 
in each place. As the general be¬ 
lief is to the effect that the dispute 
will settle itself by the workers re¬ 
suming, all question of farther 
mediation between the men and 
tbe employers is now suspended.
